drew Armstrong, a stage hand, ap-
peared at a fourth-stor- y window ei the '

theater and cried for help. He was told
net te jump and he would be saved. He
disappeared from the window and was
net seen again.

Se far as new known this was the
only life lest. The guests of the Ohit-tende- n

house had nmple time te escape,
but few saved any property. In an
hour after the fire broke out in he
Henrietta, the Chittenden was fast fall-
ing into ruins.

Just north of the hotel steed the
Park theater. Gray and Stephens,
with their trained dogs and ponies,
were giving a performance there. The
curtain was suddenly rung down and
the audience was dismissed. Half an
hour later the theater was also in ruins.

The Henrietta theater had just en
tcrcd upon its second reason. This
theater, the Auditorium adjoining and
the hotel were owned by Henry T.
Chittenden. The Henrietta was sup-
posed te be fireproof. The less en the
Henrietta and the Auditorium is about

000,000.
That en the hotel is M00,000, and the

Park tlO.000. There were also In the
buildings the Ohie Savings bank, the
Star shoe store, Rich drug store and
Geedman's clothing house. Their losses
will nggregate $100,000.
